Regulations for the appointment in india of probationers for the Indian 
Forest Service in}1926. 


A competitive examination to select 2 candidatesfor training for the Indian Forest 
Service will be held at Allahabad in the month of August 1926. 

2. Applications from residents in Ajmer, Baluchistan, Coorg, Delhi and North-West 
Frontier Province should be addressed to the Secretary to the Government of India, Depart- 
ment of Education, Health and Lands, through the Chief Commissioners of those Adminis- 
trations, and from residents in Indiau States through the Political Officer or Agent 
in time to reach the Government of India not later than the 30th June 1926. Appli- 
cations from residents in other territories should be addressed to the local Government 
concerned in time to reach it not later than the 80th June 1926. Copies of the regulations 
and of the forms of application may be obtained from the Secretary to the Government 
of India, Department of Education, Health and Lands, the Kevenue Secretaries to 
the Governments of Assam, Bengal, Bihar and Orissa, the Secretries, Forest Departinent,

7. All candidates who are selected as described in paragraph 6 will be required to 
undergo a physical test consisting of a walk of about 15 miles to be completed within a 
given time. 

8. After the physical test all candidates will be required to undergo examination by 
a Medical Board. ;

12. ‘The candidates selected for training for the T. F. S. on the results of this test will 
be required to proceed to the Forest College at Dehra Dan for the course of training 
commencing on lst November 1926 which will extend over a period of two years and 
which must be undergone satisfactorily before appointment to the Indian Forest Service, 

13. Selected candidates while under training will be entitled to receive payment of 
all their fees at the Forest College and travelling allowances in connection with their 
training subject to a maximum of Rs, 450 a year in addition to a stipend which will 
normally not exceed Rs. 150 a month. The grant of these allowances will be subject to 
the following conditions :— 


(a) that the progress of the probationer in his studies is satisfactory ; 

(b} that the probationer gives security to refund the payments in the event of his 
failing to qualify for an appointment in the Indian Forest Service, or not 
signing thewarticles of agreement as specified in paragraph 16 or failing to 
join the Indian Forest Service at the end of the period of probation ; 

(c) that the probationer unaertakes to refund in proportions fixed under the terms 
of his agreement the amounts received in the event of his leaving the Service 
during the first 5 years from the date of his appointment.

14, Conduct,—Every probationer is required to conduct himself during the period of 

nin a manner satisfactory té the Governor-General in Council and to give 

_ evidence of satisfactory progress in his studies in such a manner as may be required, fail- 

- ing which, or in the event of serious misconduct, he is liable to have his name removed 
from the list of probationers. 


15. Appointment and seniority,—Probationers who comply with the requirements 
of paragraph 12 within the sanctioned period of time, and also satisfy such other tests as 
may be prescribed, are appointed Assistant Conservators in the Indian Forest Department, 
provided they are of sound constitution and fre from physical defects which would 
‘render them unsuitable for employment in the Indian Forest Service. No probationer 
will be confirmed as a member of the Indian Forest Service who fails to profit by the 

(course of training or who appears, in the light of the experience acquired as to his 
capacity and qualifications during the probationary period, to be unsuited for the work 
of a forest officer. 

The position of the Assistant Conservators in the Provincial Forest Lists will be 
determined in accordance with the results of the periodical and final exeminations held 
during the course of training at Dehra Dun, Assistant Con servators will take rank in the 
general seniority list according to the date of their confirmation in the Indian Forest 
Service, 

Probationers are allowed at the end of the period of probation to state their prefer- 
ence in respect to the provinee to which they desire to be allotted ; but the distribution 
is made to the several provinces according to the needs of the public service, at the 
discretion of the Governor-General in Council and no guarantee can be given that 
probationers will, on »ppointment, be posted to their own provinces, 

Officers are at all times liable to be transferred from one Province to another at the 
pleasure of the Government of India, 

16. Articles of agreement.—A probationer is required, on qualifying for appoint- 
ment as Assistant Conservator, to sign articles of agreement Setting forth the terms and 
conditions of his appointment, : : 

.17. The scale of pay and allowances in force for officers of Indian domicile is given 
in Appendix II to these regulations, ; 

18, Promotion and pension.—Promotion. and pension are governed by the regula-

Ordinary Pensions. — 


(1) Imperial officers of the Forest Department will be allowed to retire optionally 
after 20 or more years’ service, and in that event they will ordinarily be entit ed to draw 
pension not exceeding 30-sixtieths of average emoluments, subject to the following 
maxima :— 


Rs. 


4,000 a year after 20 years’ qualifying service. 
6,000 a year after 25 years’ qualifying service. 
6,200 a year after 26 years’ qualifying service. 
6,400 a year after 27 years’ qualifying service. 
6,600 a year after 28 years’ qualifying service. 
6,800 a year after 29 years’ qualifying service. 
7,000 a year after 30 years’ qualifying service. 


(2) Government will have an absolute right to retire any officer after he has com- 
pleted 25 years’ service, without necessity to give reasons and withont any claim for 
compensation in addition to pension, and in that event the pension admissible to the officer 
will ordinarily be regulated on a scale not exceeding that prescribed in clause (1) above, 
in the case of optional retirements of officers of the service to which he belongs. 

(3) Government reserve an absolute right to reduce the pension ordinarily admissible 
in the case of any officer whose service has been unsatisfactory. 

(4) The payment, out of India, of pension granted in rupees will continue to be 
regulated by the provisions of Article 934 of the Civil Service Regulations. 


Special Additional Pensions. 


(5) The existing lists of special appointments have been classified in two grades, as 
shown in the schedule annexed, the lower grade comprising those posts which involved 
high but intermediate responsibility, the higher consisting of those which require a marked 
degree of independent administrative and professional capacity. 


(6) Officers who have held appointments listed in the lower grade in the schedule 
will be entitled to an additional pension at the rate of Rs. 300 a year for each completed 
year of effective service in*any appointment included in that grade, provided that no 
officer may draw an additional pension in excess of Rs. 1,500 in respect of service classed 
in the lower grade. 


(7) Officers who have held appointments listed in the upper grade in the schedule 
will be entitled to an additional pension of Rs. 500 a year for each completed year of 
effective service in any appointment included in that grade, provided that no officer may 
draw an additional pension in excess of Rs. 2,500. in respect of service rendered in the 
lower and upper grades combined or in the upper grade alone. 


(8) These additional pensions will be awarded, asin the past, only to officers who 
have given proof of special energy and efficiency. The existing restriction in Article 475, 
Civil Service Regulations, against the award of additional pensions to officers retiring of 
their ne i 4 before the age of 55, with less than 28 yearstservice, will also be 
maintaine ;
